TELEGRAPHIC 


MEXFBIS, Aug. 1.—Nine new cases 


were reported this morning. Among 
the number is Rev. Father Doyle, pastor 
of St. Bridget's Catholic Church.

Three deaths 
lave occurred since last night—John 
Solly, Charles Bennett, Jr., and Tony 
Botto. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1.—The ship 


Templar arrived last evening, 161 days 
from Bio Janeiro, where she put in for 
repairs. On the voyage out from New 
Tork, while in Rio, the Captain took 
the yellow fever, but recovered. Nine 
of the seamen died in port from that 
disease. The first day after leaving 
Rio, the fever reappeared. 
Tbe wife 


of Captain Armstrong, and Harry Cave 
and Michael Walsh, seamen, died, and 
Captain Armstrong, his daughter, the 
ship's carpenter and several sailors were, 
taken down. June 24, William Snelling 
the chief mate, fell overboard and was 
drowned. Captain Armstrong is atill 
ill, and several of his crew are not fully 
recovered. The quarantine officers took 
charge of the vessel, destroyed the bed- 
ding and carpets, disinfected the ship 
and took her to quarantine. There hag 
not been a new case of fever on board 
for three months. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Gen. Tyner, 


First Assistant Postmaster General, 
who has just returned from a three 
months' official journey to inspect the 
postal service ii; California, Oregon, 
Nevada, Colorado, uud the Territories of 
Washington, Idaho and Utah, after re- 
marking the satisfactory condition of 
the service, especially the "star" so 
distant from the center of operations, 
says that on the way he met many of 
the party leaders of the sections named, 
and conversed with them very freely on 
the political situation and outlook. 
Speaking of California, be says, while 
there is doubt expressed in some quar- 
ters, he thinks, from all he could learn, 
that the Republicans will carry the 
State and at least three out of four 
members of Congress; that the effort to 
unite Kearneyites and the Democrats at 
the time he left had absolutely failed, 
and the antagonism between the two 
was as great as between the Democrats 
and Repub icans. He did not attach 
much importance to the defection of 
Gorham; that his support of the Demo 
cratic nominee and that of the Honra- 
ble Bilks, between whom there is a 
union, will not carry with it any Re- 
publican votes. He said that Gorham 
was not regarded of sufficient impor- 
tance in State politics to even elicit 
surprise; that at best 'be was always 
considered unreliable. In Oregon, he 
said, the personal differences between 
the party leaders have been partially 
healed, and are not likely to affect the 
canvass of next year. He thinks there 
is no doubt of the Republicans carry- 
ing California, Oregon, Nevada and Col- 
orado in 1880. 
Speaking of can- 


didates, he said that the subject was 
generally 
discussed, 
but 
public 


sentiment 
was 
hardly 
sufficient- 


ly 
crystallized 
to 
indicate 


a settled preference, though he was 
convinced that if the convention were 
held this year Gen. Graut would get the 
vote of every delegate of the Pacific 
States; that at least 95 per cent of the 
Republicans there are for him to-day. 
This sentiment prevailed, he said, until 
he reached Missouri, where he discov- 
ered some opposition. On the Pacific 
coast the friends of Gen. Grant consti- 
tuted the most active element. Respect- 
ing his return, when anticipated early 
in July, he said great preparations had 
been made to receive him, and when he 
does come he will be welcomed by all 
classes without distinction of parties. 
Speaking of Secretary Sherman, Mr. 
Tyner said that be also bad many 
friends, and his administration of the 
affairs of the Treasury Department is 
generally complimented; that his can- 
didacy does not elicit unfavorable criti- 
cism. Mr. Tyner said- that New York 
is unquestionably admitted to be the 
pivotal State in die contest of 1880, 
and the Republican candidate will, in all 
probability, be selected with reference 
to that fact. He said he was for the 
Republican candidate who could win, 
and he thought the general sentiment 
of the party in every section of the 
country which he had visited was in the 
same direction—that personal partiali- 
ties must be subsenrant to success; that 
the people everywhere were incensed at 
the course of the Democrats in Con- 
gress, and that would be an important 
feature in the next campaign. 


CHICAGO, Aog 1—Jnatice Harlan, of 


the United State* Snpws» Court, and 
Judge, of the Circuit Court, have been 
engaged yesterday and to-day in hearing 
the case of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company against the Wabash 
Railway Company and the American 
Union Telegraph Company on a motion 
for a temporary injunction fo restrain 
the defendants front constructing a line 
of telegraph upon the right of way of 
Wabash Railway in Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois o« the ground that the contract 
between the nUrotd and Western Union 
Telegraph Company granted to the ut- 
ter the eiclmjre right-of-way for the 
einstmrtion u4 mainteaapce of jt? 


telegraph lines. The motion was fully 
and ably argued by eminent council on 
either side, the Western Union being 
represented by its solicitor, Norman 
Williams, and Judge Corydon Beckwith, 
of Chicago, and by W. H. Miller and 
Geo. C. Butter, of Indianapolis. The 
defendants were represented by Ex-Gov. 
Hendricks and Major Hendricks, of 
Indianapolis; Gen. Wager T. Wayne, of 
Toledo, and Mr. Greene, of Springfield. 
The motion was made in two cases, one 
in a case removed from the Superior 
Court of Tippecanoe county, Indiana, 
to the United States Court in Indiana, 
and tbe other in a bill filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court for the Southern District of 
Illinois, and resulted in the perpetua- 
tion of the order restraining defendants 
from constructing the telegraph line in 
the States of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, 
pending the consideration of the motion 
and until its decision, which the court 
intimated would be in October. 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 1.—A horrible ac- 


cident occurred in Newport, Ky., at 9 
o'clock to-night, resulting in the loss of 
two lives. Mr. John Howe, a wealth 
young dry-goods man, doing business in 
Cincinnati, had gone into a water-closet 
in rear of his residence, and was joined 
by hid young wife. Just as Mrs. Howe 
stepped in the whole floor gave way and 
the couple fell twelve or fifteen feet. 
Their cries brought a colored servant to 
the scene, who in her terror jumped 
headlong into the vault. The screams 
attracted the neighbors' attention and 
one of them succeeded in partially 
lowering himself, grasping Mr. Howe by 
the arm and holding him above the 
surface till the Fire Department was 
summoned, when both were taken out 
alive, though Howe wan insensible. 
Mrs. Howe and the colored woman were 
taken out dead. Mr. and Mrs. Howe 
bad been married scarcely a year, and 
the latter was within a 'week of con- 
finement. She was a most beautiful 
woman and * college graduate of two 
years ago.
